He told the congress that Mos- 
cow favoured the reduction of 
armed forces in areas where the 
Military confrontation was espe- 
cially dangerous, such as central 
Europe. This was believed to be 
the closest Moscow has come to 
the Nato proposal that East and 
West should discuss balanced mu- 
tual force reductions. 


CHINA, ALBANIA ABSENT 

Communist leaders from all East 
European countries except Albania 
were in the Kremlin Palace of Con- 
gresses to hear the 64-year-old So- 
viet leader's report to the first con- 
gress since 1966. China also stayed 
away, but North Vietnam and North 
Korea sent high-level delegations to 
the major poiibical gathering, as 
did Communist and left-wing parties 
in many other nations. 

Mr. Brezhnev said Peking had 
demanded that the Soviet leader- 
ship reverse the decisions taken dn 
1956 at the 20th congress, when 
Josef Stalin's crimes were denoun- 
ced, ‘and he warned, “We shall 
never foresake the national inte- 
rests of the Soviet state.”

| Agreement due 
on new Egypt 
~ oil pipeline 


CAIRO (Reuter). — Agreement on 
the 330-km, Suez-Alexandria pipe- 
Tine to be built with international 
aid will be signed by June 1, the 
Cairo newspaper “Al Ahram” said 
yesterday. 

The newspaper gaid work on the 
£60m_ pipeline, which will bypass 
the Suez Canal, is expected to start 
three months later, but officials at 
the Egyptian Petroleum Organisa- 
tion and Industry Ministry said they 
had no information on the report. 

The pipeline will be completed in 
19 months and will be operated at 
a@ capacity of 40 million tons. It 
will be built by the French Socea 
group comprising 11 companies 
mainly from ‘France and italy. 

COSTS COVERED 

“Al Ahram" said the cost of the 
project has been entirely covered by 
contributions from Western Euro- 
pean and Arab countries as well as 
from foreign banks. 

The newspaper said France con- 
tributed $40m., Italy $25m., Britain 
$29m., Spain $20m., and Belgium 
and Kuwait §10m. each. 

“Al Abram” said foreign banks 
agreed to contribute about $20m., 
which will leave Egypt to bear 
$27m. in local costs. 

A number of major oil compa- 
nies, including Mobil, Shell, British 
Petroleum, Companie Francaise des 
Petroles and the American com- 
peny Amoco, have signed contracts 
to use the pipeline, which will run 
from the Gulf of Suez to a point 
just west of Alexandria and will 
reduce transit costs from the Gulf 
to Europe. 


More hijackings, 
predicts Leila 


BEIRUT (AP). — Leila Khaled, the 
Palestinian terrorist, said the Po- 
pular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (P.F.L.P.) is planning 
more aircraft hijackings. 

The Beirut newspaper “Al <An- 
war" yesterday said she made the 
threat in a lecture on Monday in 
Kuwait. 

“We shall hijack planes time and 
time again and you shall hear about 
this soon,” she sald, adding, that 
the PF.L.P. suspended hijackings 
while efforts were under way to ac- 
lieve terrorist unity. ‘This unity 
has not materialized.” the paper 
quoted her as saying. 

Leila Khaled helped hijack a 
Trans World Airlines plane to Da- 
mascus in August, 1969, and took 
part in the unsuccessful attempt 
to seize an El Al plane in Sep- 
tember, 1970, when the P.F.L.P. 
hijacked four other airliners and 
blew them up. 

British authorities released her in 
exchange for the release of pas- 
sengers of the planes.

Television’s problems 


‘To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — I have just read your 
leader of March 9. headed “TV 
Bankruptcy.” As one who worked 
at Israel Television from its Incep- 
tion in May 1968 until July 1969, 
I bope I may be allowed to add 
to the very valid points you made 
‘in that leader. κ 
I worked in Israel Television from 
‘April 4, 1968, 89 a film camera- 
man. I had bad 2 considerable de- 
gree of experience in this field, 
but was amazed that I was required 
.to undergo a training course, es- 
pecially when It soon became ap- 
Pperent that quite a number of the 
so-called instructors were consider- 
ably less expertenced and iknow- 
ledgeable than I and other trainees. 
Sheer frustration and anger made 
me resign from the film camera 
department, and join the video ca- 
mera sectfon, whose instructors 
were of the necessary calibre. 
After a few weeks, trainees were 
quite arbitrarily divided into sec- 
tions to be trained as producers, 
directors, lighting supervisors, ca- 
meramen and the like. Interesting- 
ly enough the Jower echelons and 
the techniclans, for the most part, 
carried out their tasks very satis- 
factorily. It was at producer-direc- 
tor level that things did not work 
out. Although keen and enthusias- 
tic, the new producers and direc- 
tors just did mot have the neces- 
sary experience and expertise to 
gain the respect of the television 
crews and so programmes suffered. 
‘Also faflure on the part of manage: 
ment to recognise the qualities of 
producers and directors contribut- 
ed to the bad, feeling. 
Even if management had been 
able to reco the talent requir- 
ed, dt is doubtful if they were in a

Trawlermen ask 
Sinai fishing right 
to be permanent 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 


HAIFA. — The Fisherman’s Union 
on Monday called on the Ministers 
of Defence and ture to 
safeguard their fishing off the coast 
of Sinai “in any negotiations for 
a settlement with Egypt.” Union 
secretary Dov Schmiede sent letters 
to Mr. Moshe Dayan and Mr. Haim 
Gvati, pointing out that the fisher- 
men had “historic and legitimate 
rights” to fish off Sinai, as far 
west as Port Said, outside the ter- 
ritorlal water limits. 

He noted that Israel fishermen 
had fished these fields during the 
Mandate and after the State was 
established until the Sinai Campaign. 
The 20 boats of the trawl fishing 
fleet had again resumed operations 
off Sinai, for eight months of the 
year, since the Six Day War, and 
had worked peacefully side-by-side 
with Egyptian trawlers until Cairo 
started its “war of attrition” since 
when the Egyptians have kept away 
from the Israel boats.

descendant of Marranos. There is 
no date on the medallion, but ac- 
cording to catelogues in the Mu- 
geum, which lists other Spinola me- 
daliions, it was probably struck 
sometimes during the second de- 
cade of the 17th century. : 

‘According to the Encyclopedi, 


Britamnica, Spinola (1569-1680) was 
born in Genoa, which at the time 
was “practically a Spanish protec- 
torate."” He was, according 


of Spain, together with his brother 
Wrederick, and fought in the - 
ish campaigna in the Netharienas, 
His brother was killed in 1603, 
while leading a squadron of galleys 
against the Dutch coast. 

Ambrose Spinola’s first victory 
waz the siege and capture of Os- 
tend, in 1604 He was subsequent- 
ly appointed commander of the 
Spanish forces in and 

many towns after laying «i 
to them — the type of warfare of 
that time. He was promoted to the 
rank of Captain-Generel, after his 
most famous victory, the capture 
of the town of Breda, in 1625, fol- 
lowing a long siege. 

‘This event was immortalised by 
Velasquez in his ofl painting, “The 
Surrender of Breda” (“Las Lan- 
zas"), in which Count Justin of 
Nassau is shown handing the keys 
to the city to Spinola. The likeness 
of Spinola in the Velasquez paint- 
ing 16 identical to that on the 
medallion. After the capture of 
Breda returned to Genoa, 
where he died five years later. 

Tf the surmise regarding the He- 
brew - inscription ἐπ correct,. it 
would throw a completely new 
light on the history of the general. 


‘Whoever designed the medallion 
was well versed in Jewish tradition. 
The word for the deity is not 
spelled out Im full on the medal; 
true to Jewish tradition it is de- 
noted only by the letter “Heh.” An- 
other poasibility is that the medal 
maker was a Jew who wrote the 
Hebrew verse at hie own laitia- 
tive, but this seems unlikely. 

The medallion will no doubt be of 
great interest to students, and Mr.

QUEEN (Hod, Tel Aviv, Ron, Je- 
rusalem and Orah, Haifa) is not, it 
is a triumph for Gia Almagor.

— with Hebrew for reHgious pur- 
poses, Yiddish for speaking with 
other (older) Jews, French for the 
upper social categories among the 
non-Jews (end for the younger ge- 
neration?) and Flemish as the more 
general patois. 

Before the war, a large propor- 
tion of the Jews were engaged 
outside the diamond industry — ma- 
ny of them as artisans. Today some 
80 per cent of the community is 
im the diamond industry. The others, 
aargety constituting the traditional 
substructure of a Jewish commu- 
nity, are highly dependent on the 
prosperity of the diamond industry. 
There has been greater specialisa- 
tion within the too, the 
‘Jews almost exclusively cut- 
ters and in fact diamond cutting 
is virtually a Jewish monopoly. 
Many of the Jews are in the com- 
mercial side as owners and em- 
ployers. The industry has remained 
the domain of the smalt business- 
man and middiemen and this has 
promoted Jewish participation. 
Moreover physically the diamond 
industry is docated in a specific 
quarter of the town so that most 
of its Jews fing themselves working 
in proximity to each other. On 
the diamond bourse it is difficult 
to distinguish the Jews from the 
non-Jews, but in the diamond dis- 
trict of the Jews are easily 
identifiable — by their hats and, in 
some cases, by their Hassidie garb, 
beards and Peot. You don’t have to 
speak Yiddish on the bourse... but 
it helps. 

: The reconstruction of 
Brussels Jewry after the war was 
much more problematical.

Estimates put half the “Jewish 
wage-earners in commerce; some 
40 per cent as salaried workers; 
and 10 per cent in the: professions. 
There is ‘no Jewish quarter in 
Brussels and the Jews are dispersed 
throughout the city. The four main 
communities have 2,000 members 
(including 300 in the Sephardi 
synagogue and 100 in the Reform). 
Few Jews are to be found in syn- 
agogue on the Sabbath and reli- 
gious Hfe is not a major aspect of 
Brussels Jewish activity. Many

Culturally, the situation is un- 
satisfactory.

1958 hit the country yesterday. 
Originating in North Africa, a 
meteorological “‘low" moved north- 
eastward at great speed, carrying 
loess dust — and not sand, 2s 
reported on radio and television 
—_over all parts of Israel. 

The storm is likely to hit all 
areas of the Mediterranean basin 
and even sections of Southern 
Europe. 

Prof. Dov Ashbell told The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday that such 
"storms are not unusual at this time 
of the year and as proof cited the 
storm which constituted one of 
the Biblical ten plagues in Egypt, 
and lasted three days. 

For the last six weeks there have 
Deen minor sherav storms every 
week, but yesterday’s storm was 
much more severe.

Colder weather is expected today 
when local showers may wash the 
last of the dust out of the sky. 
Actually some rain begar to fall 
in Tel Aviv and several other parts 
of the country yesterday and there 
was 8. noticeable clearing of the 
air and drop in temperature.

AIR FARES RISE 
FROM TOMORROW

TEL AVIV. — Israel citizens will 
Ihave to pay 3-4 per cent more for 
their airplane tickets as of tomor- 
row. This 1s in accordance with a 
world-wide increase in air fares 
resolved at a recent meeting of the 
Thtesmation Air Transport <Associa- 

jon. 

Israelis will still suffer less than 
the citizens of other countries, who 
will have to pay from 8-11 per cent 
more. El Al insisted in keeping 
fares to and from Isreel as close 
as possible to their old levels — 
and won its fight by arguing that 
it has been safely in the black 
even at the old fare rates. 

The fare hikes were explained by 


the very large expenditures incur- 
red by international airlines in the 
purchase of new aircraft, especially 
the Boeing 747 Jumbojet now en- 
tering into its first year of service, 
and acquired by practically all of 
the big airiines. (ἘΠ Al has bought 
two of the $20m. giants.) 

Samples of the new fares in ef- 
fect for return tickets out of Lod 
Uess taxes): Rome IL1,131 (instead 
of 111,086). The return ticket to 
Paris will now cost 01,407 instead 
of IL1,353, and the trip to New 
York, 113,045 instead of τῇ, 940. 
Group flights will remain ‘approxi- 
mately 40 per cent less than the 
price of the ordinary in-season 
tickets. 


Builders want imported 
cement to cut costs

TEL AVIV. — A demand that the 
“Government immediately import 
200,000 tons of cement to wipe out 
the black market" was issued yes- 
'tterday at a stormy meeting of the 
Federation of Building Contractors. 

The participants protested that 
because 
an apartment in Tel Aviv, which 
cost only ‘about IL60,000 haif a year 
ago, Dow cost upwards of 180,000. 
The high price of cement was one 
factor, they claimed. : 

Officially, cement should cost 
1.109 a ton, but they had to buy 
it “om the black market at IL160 
to IL180 a ton,” they said And 
cement, they shouted, was not the 
only thing which had-risen. A worker 
now demanded IL60 net (after in- 
come tax) for a day’s work. A 
tile-layer, who a year ago got IL400 
for doing a flat, now was demand- 
ing (and getting) 111,200. A lift 
cost 116,000 a year ago to instal; 
now it cost IL30,000. 


HIGH PRICED FLATS 


“It costs today 128,000 to 
1L32,000 to build one room in Tel 
Aviv,” ‘Mr. Avner Ehrlich, chairman 
of the Tel Aviv branch, shouted. He 
claimed that the cost of plots had 
risen by about 50 per cent in the 
last year. 

“We contractors are blamed for 
charging more for flats — but we 
‘are only the middle-men,” one con- 
tractor shouted. "We get the money 
from the householder and distribute 
it for materials and manpower.” 

The contracters also asked the Go- 
vermment to subsidize the imported 
cement, so that contractors could 
buy it at 11109 a ton, and not 
L149, They said the “Government 
hed earned foreign currency in the 
past from selling a million tons of 
gated to keep the price low."

Cabinet rushes bill to ‘House 


Jerusalem Post Staft 


An extraordinary Cabinet meet- 
ing yesterday approved legislation 
to extend the term of office of the 
Chief Rabbinate Council by four 
months. 

With the tenure of the Councél 
and its two Chief Rabbis due to 
expire today, the Cabinet decided 
on the immediate tabling of the 
dill in the Knesset — with the 
aim of getting it passed before the 
Knesset rises for the Passover re- 
cess today, 

Under the Calef Rabbinate Coun- 
cil Law, 1971, the term would be 
extended to August 1, or earHer, 
shouki Chief Rabbinate Council 
elections he held before that date. 

The extension became necessary 
after failure by the Minister of 
Religious Affairs to complete draft 
legislation for new élections. The 
present 12-member Council, com- 
posed of the two Chief Rabbis and 
dayanim, was established seven years 
ago under an ad hoc law. Its term 
was Οἱ Set for five years, 
but was extended subsequently by 
another two. 

‘The Cabinet convened after 8 
Ministertal Committee, set up by the . 
Cabinet on Sunday, and headed by 
Mrs. Meir, failed to reach unanimous 
agreement at its first and oniy 
meeting Monday. 

The four-month extension was 
proposed at the Cabinet meeting by 
Premier Golda Meir. Some Ministers 
at the two-hour meeting pressed for 
undertakings that the Chief Rabbi- 
nate recognize the “Vienna con- 
versions” of immigrants from East- 
ern Europe, whose conversion in 
Vienna the Rabbinate here clalmed 
was carried out by an unauthorized 
court. Undertakings were also sought 
that the Chief Rabbinate would 
solve the mamzerim problem.

When the two children sought to 
register for marriage, they were 
told that since their mother had 
Temarried without a divorce from 
her previous’ husband, they were 
deemed by halacha to be mamzerim, 
excluded from marrying Jews. The 
mother had believed her first hus- 
‘and to be dead, but he luent- 
ly arrived in Israel and lives here 
now. 


The case was then investigated 
by the Chief Army Chaplain, Aluf 
Rabbi Shlomo Goren, who argued 
that the conversion of the first 
husband did not hold good, evi- 
dently on the grounds that after 
conversion in Poland, he “returned 
to his old ways.” It is now said 
that: Rabbi Goren has found fur- 
ther material in support of his 
case. If the first husband's con- 
version is ruled invalid, then so 
would be the marriage, and the 
absence of divorce would become 
irrelevant. The first husband also 
remarried, and his children here 
would continue to be officially re- 
cognized as Jews, being the off- 
spring of a Jewish mother. 


The case came before 2 rabbi- 
wical court in Petah Tikva, which 
ruled that the two were mamzerim, 
the children of an adulterous mar- 
riage. Chief Rabbi Nissim was now 
said to be to find three 
deyanim, of some stanuing to con- 
stitute a special court to hear the 
new material.
